VatMng of Figs In Smyrna. 

The figs, which have either green or 
purp e skins, and are pulp aud pear- 
shtded when they are fresh, are steepe*d 
in a .solution of salt water, and placed in 
heaps on mats laid on the pavement of 
the court. Around these mats women 
from the country collect, sitting on the 
ground barefoot, and working over the 
fig* with their fingers, each fig being thus 
manipulated and prepared for packing. 
These women are accompanied 
children, who nurse while r^e 
at work, or sport around; also 
and greatly in need of good 
and occasionally, in scuffiing,.< 
e;ich other over the mats on 
figs ore piled. It is a very 
sight to those who do not inte >d to 
a.^of the figs. 

After this kneading proccs the figs 
are packed in drums, the smaller ones at 
the bottom, layer of superior figs and a 
few^olive leaves being laid at the top to 
takeUie-ieve of the purchaser. Fruit

It has been noticed throughout the 
whole country, that lightning has been 
unusually frequent and destructive this 
Spring. Prof. Wright, of the Green 
Spriog School, of Tenn., writes thus : 

It is a well established tact that elec- 
tricity is favorable to vegetation. One 
of the leading authorities of our day, on 
this subject, says : ■ There can be no 
doubt but that electricity is one of the 
stimuli of vegetable life, although its 
mode of action is not yet ascertained. 
Vegetation is seen to increase prodigious- 
ly during electric changes of the atmos- 
phere, and especially in thnt condition 
of it when the air is positively charged 
with electric fluid." Is it not safe to 
coaclude then, that the large number ol 
thunder-storms in the Spring aided ma- 
terially in giving such an impulse to 
vegetation as to characterise 18t>7 as a 
fine "growing year?" 

Again, electricity is known to be a 
great purifier of the air. There was 
little of it in Summer and Autumn, and 
hence the air was kept in a very impure 
state. When we think of the immense 
amount of vegetable matter that must 
have been kept in a decayed and decay- 
ing condition by the heavy and late rains 
of Spring, and of the miasma from this 
source that must have been floating in 
the air, and couple with it the fact that 
there was scarcly a thunder storm in the 
Summer and Fall months to destroy or 
drive away these seeds of disease, we can 
see two 'natural causes for the vast 
amount of sickness in 1867, in those 
seasons which are sickly enough at best 
in our Southern climate.

To sum up the losses of the diocese, 
it appears that ten churches have been 
burnt, that three have disappeared; that 
twenty two parishes are suspended; that 
two parishes have been burnt ; that every 
church between the Savannah river and 
Charleston has been injured, some strip- 
ped even of weathcrboardiug and floor- 
ing ; that almost every minister in that 
region of the State has lost home and 
library ; that along the entire seaboard, 
from North Carolina to Georgia, where 
our church has flourished lor more than 
a century, there are but four parishes 
which maintain religious services ; that 
not one outside the city of Charleston 
can be called a living self-sustaining 
parish, able to snpport a minister ; that 
tbey clergy live by fishing, by farming 
■ n« by mechanical arts ; that »lmo-t 
every church, whose history appears on 
thia record, has lost its communion plate, 
often a massive and venerable set, the 
donation of an English or colonial an- 
cestor. The pecuniary losses might be 
repaired if the diocese were as iu days 
gone by. But in its present and impov- 
erished condition, no hope remains of 
speedy restoration. This generation can 
scarcely behold it.

The soil aud preparation for late cab- 
not be so high aa for the 
ftrly one*. Twenty tons of manure to 
the acre, on soil already good, will be 
fonnd sufficient. The plowing should 
be deep and the harrowing smooth, to 
.•acititate after culture. Tbe large Linda 
should be set in checks, three feet apart 
etch way. The Savoys may be put 
thirty inches apart. 

Transplanting should be> delayed un- 
til about the 10th of August, for this 
latitude, (five days later for each degree 
Bouth, and five earlier for each degree 
Nerth.) It is best to delay a few dayB 
for a " season." But if none occurs go 
ahead without fear, following the direc- 
tions now to be given : Draw the plants 
late in the afternoon and keep them sat 
urated with water (wetting the bed 
thoroughly before beginning to draw;) 
at the intersections of the checks (made 
with Hue and marker.) stick a hole with 
♦he bibbler, and into it pour a piut of 
water; whilst some of the watei still re- 
mains insert the piaut and put the dirt 
lirmly a»out the roots, leaving dry dirt 
on the surface. It will hardly be neces- 
sary to have recourse to further water- 
ing, but if the plants wilt very much 
(which it is not likely they will.) one 
more watering, lata in the afternoon, will 
insure their safety. 

The after cultivation is very simple — 
stir the ground frequently between the 
rows, by running the spike tooth culti- 
vator both ways, and hoe iigh'.ly about 
the plants until they begin to espaud. 

To preserve the crop is easily done 
On the approach of hard fret-zing 
weather, iu December, prepare a trruch 
four feet wide aud eiphteen inches deep, 
which should be drained by a covered 
drain leading to a ditch giving thorough 
rattot'fof the water. Pull up the cab- 
bag—* ami «tow (hew iu this trooeb, 
root! down and heads up, as they grow. 
t!in a little dirt over Uie roots as you 
put them in. Or they may beset up on 
the rurfice aud an embank ment made 
• round to protect from freezing. Cover 
uver, in either case, nith grass and corn 
stalks to keep out frost. 

About four thousand eight hundred 
drumhead cabbages may be grown to 
the acre, which, at ten cents each, will 
pay the farmer better than any firm 
erop he cau put in. Northern growers 
eaunot send them here at the price we 
have named; hence we earnestly recom- 
mend our farmers to carefully consider 
the matter of growing winter cabbages 
for market. As a cattle food they have 
bo superior. A pood acre of ground 
f\izht to produce fifty tons of cabbages, 
which will keep milch cows in a fine 
flesh and » bountiful flow of milk. Try 
it: nothing will pay better. 

The rationale of growing cabbages in 
the fall ia soon told. Tbey belong na- 
turally to a cool moist elimate, hence we 
must cultivate in that season of the year 
which most nearly meets the require- 
ments of their uature. We have before 
remarked that the turnip and the cab- 
bage belong to the same family. Now 
who would think of growing turnips 
in this latitude in Juue ? There is no 
«nore reason in sowing cabbages in tha 
run at the same time. Neither will grow 
until the nights begin to prow cool in 
September and the fall of dew is copious.

That any Telegraph com- 
pany now organized or which may hereafter 
be organized, under the laws of any Slate in 
this Union, shall have the right to construot. 
maintain, and operate lines of telegraph 
through and over any portion of tbe public 
domain of the United Slates, over and along 
any of the military or post routes of the 
United States which have been cr may here- 
after be declared such by act of Congress, 
and over, under, or across the navigable 
waters of the United States: Provided. That 
■urb tinea of telegraph shall be so con- 
structed and maintained as not to obstruct 
the navigation of such streams and waters, 
or interfere with the ordinary travel on 
such military or post roads. .4" 1 any of 
said companies shall have the right to take 
and use from such public lands tbe neces- 
sary stone, timber, and other materials for 
its posts, piers, stations, and other needful 
uses in the construction, maintenance, aad 
operation of said lines of telegraph, and 
may pre-empt and use such portion of the 
unoccupied public lands subject to pre-emp- 
tion through which its said lines of tele- 
graph may be located as may be necessary 
for it stations, not exceeding forty acres for 
each station; but such stations shall not be 
within fifteen miles of each other.
